SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The existing classification of the video recording entitled "Girls in Troub/e.'" (Approved 
for exhibition only to persons 18 years of age and over (R18), under the Films Act 1983 
(Reference No. 31299, Registered on 29 November 1989)) is altered and the video 
recording is classified as objectionable. 

This video recording contains a main feature entitled "Girls in Troub/e.'" which presents 
a basic plot which facilitates sexualised scenes of women being slapped about and 
verbally abused. One woman slaps two others about the buttocks and they squeal and 
writhe about in pain. She is then slapped and whipped in the same manner by a man 
who enters the scene. 

This physical conduct is degrading, dehumanising and demeaning and the publication 
as a whole degrades, dehumanises and demeans women by portraying women in this 
manner, with a particular focus on their genitals splayed apart. The dominant effect is 
demeaning to women. 

The Classification Office considered whether it would classify the publication differently 
if excisions were made to it under s32. As the publication is dominated by the matters 
discussed above it would not be possible to reduce this degrading and demeaning 
effect. 

This decision is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms outlined in the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990. In this instance, to avoid the injury considered likely to be 
caused to the public good, this is considered to be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society. 
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
